George S. Willits 16 instanced as receiving 
$2,000 from the assets in settlement of 2 
elaim for services rendered. This, it is held, 
wus a partial assignment by the company. 
William A. Mason, a director, it is charged, 
withdrew 812.000, which he claimed the cor- 
poration owed him, and the petitioner says 
Mr. Mason gave as ‘his authority the action of 


the Board of Directors permitting him to pre- 


fer himself as ‘to this indebtedness. 
Preferences were made also to Colum- 
bus R. Cummings, it is 
8 of security for an indorsement which 
he had made to a house in Paris with which 
the company transacted business. This 
amount was 850,000; and preferences to the 
Union National Bank amounting to 860000 
and to T. H. Smith as trustee for depositors 
of the corporation to the amount of $35,000 
are also mentioned. These preferences with 
payments and securities, it is alleged, were 
disposed of by the company in contemplation 
of the discontinuance of its business and were 
so understood by the persons receiving them. 

Payments to the depdsitors mentioned, the 
petition goes on to say, were made by the 
transfer of securities to William A. Mason 
for himself and to T. H. Smith as trustee, and 
the preferences to Columbus R. Cummings 
were made by the transfer to Mr. Mason or 
the Union National Bank of various securities, 
the property of the company, as trustee for 
Columbus R. Cummings. 

These Transfers Illegal. 

These transfers and agreements are con- 
trary to the statutes, it is maintained and in 
fraud of the rights of petitioner, who owns 
1,000 shares of stock in the company, and 
says he is also an indorser upon its paper to 
the extent of $250,000; The creditors he 
| represents are under existing arrangements 
to receive only 75 cents on the dollar 
of their indebtedness, and he tells the 
court he will be liable for the re 
mainder to the extent of the paper he in- 
dorsed. A general charge is made that the 
action of the officers and directors of the com- 
pany in causing judgment to be entered and 
the subsequent proceedings instituted was 
not in good faith, but that these con: 
spirators *’ intended, during the course of the 
assignment and distribution of the assets 
among creditors, to prefer themselves and to 
use the machinery of a Court of Chancery for 
despoiling creditors and converting to their 
own use a large share of the assets. 

The court is asked to grant an order re- 
straining Messrs. Willits. Mason, Cummings, 
T. H. Smith, and the Union National Bank 
from disposing of the assets of the company 
which they hold, and the appointment of an 
assignee is asked for such property assigned 
to these persons. 

He Charges Manipulation. 

Mr. Waiker’s second paper was a cross bill. 
It was completed late yesterday afternoon 
and reviews and reiterates various charges of 
manipulation and suppression of bids that 
were made in open court during the hearing 
of the cause.

Ons of the points to be presented to the 
court is whether confessing a judgment and 
ss uing an execution without any attempt to 
enforce it, as was done in this case, and then 
filing a creditor’s bill is not practically a volun- 
tary assignment. We claim also that some of 
these preferences, amounting in all to $200,- 
000, were not legally made.“

PRICE OF SUGAR CUT BY THE TRUST. 


To Affect Legislation, Granulated is Re- 
duced to 3.74 Cents a Pound, 


PuriapEe puta, Pa., Jan. 2.—[Special.]—A 
cut in granulated sugar placing it nominally 
at 4 cents a pound, but really at 3.74 centa to 
favored rebate dealers—the lowest price on re- 
cord—was made today by the sugar trust. The 
object of the reduction is to influence Con- 
gress. There are, however, several other causes 
for this unusual cheapness of sugar. The gen- 
eral trade depression which has limited buy- 
ing is an important factor. Another element 
of weakness is the increase in the Cuban 
crop, which for the present season is 
estimated to be 1,006,000 tons, as 
against 840,000 tons last year. This great 
stock of raw sugar is now about coming to 
market; and in pursuance of its usual pol- 
icy the sugar. trust, which controls fully 80 
per cent of the refining capacity of the United 
States, is using efforts to depress the price. 
One way to do this is to lower the price of re- 
fined for effect on the foreign sellers of raw 
product. Refiners are now protected by a 
duty of a half cent per pound, under cover of 
which the combine has able to maintain 
about double the margin over the cost of raw 
sugar which prevailed in the years immedi- 
ately preceding the absorption of the leading 
refineries by. the trust. There is no duty on 
raw sugar. This latest reduction in prices 


not only brings the cost of granulated to the 


lowest point ever known but it narrows the 
margin between raw and refined sugar to 
seven-eighths of a cent a pound, which in a 
measure disarms criticism of the effect of the 
combine’s manipulations on the cost of sugars 
to American consumers. 


TO TEST MICHIGAN’S LOTTERY LAWS, 


Scheme of Chicago Co-operative Company 
Will Be the Medium. 

KALTLAMazoo, Mich., Jan. 2.—[{Special.]—The 
scheme of the Chicago Coéperative company 
is about to be tested in a Michigan court. An 
agent of the company was arrested at Benton 
Harbor on the charge of running a lottery 
and his case comes up tomorrow. The com- 
pany has done a large business in Southwest- 
ern Michigan. The method is to form clubs 
of forty members, having weekly drawings of 
a suit or an overcoat, and each member pays 
81 a week until he draws or gets discouraged 
and quits. Itis from these delinquents that 
the money is made. If anti-lottery law ap- 
plies to this it will shut off a number of sim- 
ilar schemes, that have been worked in the 


State.

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PENTEOOST REQANTS ALL HIS AN- 
AROHISTIO UTTERANCES. 


His Wife Secured His Appointment and 
Public Opinion Undid Her Work- Dim 
cult Rapid Transit Problems in Engi- 
neering=Ogden Estate Comes Up in the 
Courts Salvation Army Officers Cry 
Pension or No WorkeMcKane Wins a 
Victory=Trial of a Celebrated Case. 

| New Yorx, Jan. 2.—[Special.]|—Hugh O. 
Pentecost, ex-minister of the gospel and ex- 
apostle. of anarchy, will not be one of Col. 
Fellows’ assistants in the District-Attorney’s 
office of New York County. He does homage 
at the feet of Chief Croxer and penance at 
the shrine of Tammany with quite as much 
zeal as he displayed in his incendiary ufter- 
ances regarding the hanging of Anarchists at 
Chicago. In a long letter to Col. Fellows 
Mr. Pentecost explains the reasons for his re- 
fusal to accept. He says it is all due to the 
newspaper criticism and his own inclination 
not to embarrass the District-Attorney. All 
his former opinions are recanted in a manner 
that is likely to paralyze Anarchistic leaders 
when they read it. 

Outside of his letter he refuses to say much, 
It was his wife, Mr. Pentecost said, who had 
procured for him the offer of the appoint 
ment, She is a beautiful woman, and of- 


gentle disposition. 
There is something almost akin to abject- 


ness in Mr. Penteeost’s recantations of the 


doctrines which for years he preached from 
pulpit and platform. He starts out with the 
statement that for fifteen years he was a min- 
ister of the gospel, and while an enthusiast 
upon the subject of the miseries of the poor 
he read Progress and 1338 He was 
only a theorist then, he said, and looked upon 
Henry George as another Messiah. ‘' When I 
was in that state of mind,“ he goes on, the 
bomb which shocked the world was thrown in 
Chicago. Up to that time I had hardly heard 
of Anarchists, and certainly did not know what 
manner of being they were, I then began to 
read about them in publications, which only 

ve their side of the story, and after the 
trial of the mien who were hanged for murders 
committed by the Chicago bomb-throwers I 
read what purported to be a condensed — 
of the trial, written by a sympathizer wit 
them, This narrative presented the men who 
were tried as enthusiasts for the welfare of 
humanity, and left the impression on my 
mind that they were not responsible for tho 
act of the men who threw the bomb. The 
throwing of the bomb was as horrible an 
atrocity in my eyes asin those of other peo- 
ple.

REINSURE THEIR MINNEAPOLIS RISKS 


Two Companies Dispose of Their Business 
in the Flour City. 

MINNEAPOLIs, Minn., Jan. 2.—[Special.]— 
Beginning yesterday two of the companies 
writing fire insurance in the State of Minne- 
sota reinsured ail the policies held in this 
city. The companies are the Oakland Home 
of California and the German of Quincy, III. 
The first named had a large line of business 
in the State for the reason that compared 
with the other companies there was practical- 
ly uo discrimination in the risks taken, and 
nearly all included on the rate card was ac- 
cepted. It is impossible to tell how extensive 
the Minneapolis business of the com- 

ny is, because the company was included 
n a good many lines. The reinsurance does 
not affect all of the business of the Oakland 


Home. but applies to what is known as the 


Eastern territory, including nearly all of the 

States east of the coast. @ company con- 

tinues its Western policies and does not go 

out of business entirely: All Eastern buai- 

alg reinsured by the Westchester of New 
ork. 

Besides these coinpanies, it is reported 
several others from outside the State are mak- 
arrangements to reinsure a portion of their 
policies or the entire amount. It is the com- 
mon belief among the insurance men of the 
city at this time that before the end of the 
month there will be a material change in the 
number of companies doing business in the 
State of Minnesota.

They Come from a Neighboring Town and 
Hold Possession of Dayton, Ia., Through- 
out the Night, Attacking Every One 
Found on the Streets=Men Roused to 
Arms to Protect Their Families=Nine 
of the Marauders Arrested and in Dan- 
ger of Lynching. 

Wesesrzr Crry, Ia., Jan, 2.—[Special.]—A 
riot raged last night at Dayton, Ia., a few 
miles southwest of here, and asa result City 
Marshal Larson is dead from a revolver shot, 
John Gustafson, one of the leading business- 
men of the town, is severely cut; Frank Doud, 
United States Marshal under President Har- 
rison for Montana, seriously injured; and 
many of the citizens suffering with bruises of 


every description. : 
An old feud seems to have existed between 
the Town of Dayton and the coal-mining 


Town of Frazier, some twelve miles away. 


Last night the quiet Town of Dayton was in- 
vaded by about 200 miners from the neigh- 
boring town, who immediately proceeded to 
‘‘clean out the town.“ They first went to thé 
hall where a dance was iu progress and 
cleared the rocin in short order. Going 
from there to Tucker’s restaurant they en- 
countered the City Marshal and in his at- 
tempt to quiet the ruffians he received the 
fatal wound, From that time on they at- 
tacked every citizen of the town they found. 
They kept up the rioting until morning when 
the whole town had been aroused to the 
danger of the situation and proceeded to 
place their property under military guard. 

Twenty men armed with repeating Win- 
chesters weré commissioned by the Mayor to 
patrol the streets, and every man armed him- 
self to defend his family. In the meantime 
the County Sheriff was dispatched for and 
soon arrived with a posse of deputies. They 
arrested nine‘ef the leaders, and; after a des- 
perate effort to keep them from being 
mobbed by the enraged citizens, succeeded in 
carrying them away to Fort Dodge, the 
county seat, where they were lodged in jail. 

At noon today all the miners but about 
thirty had returned to Frazier and quiet was 
in a measure restored, although it is still 
feared the enraged citizens of Dayton will not 
drop the matter here, but will lynch the pris- 
oners. These men are being strongly guarded 
at the county jail. The company of national 
guards located in this city have held them- 
selves in readiness to proceed to the scene of 
the riot all day, but tonight it looked as 
though peace had been restored without the 
aid of troops. Dayton is a town of about 
— inhabitants and Frazier about half that 
number.

A good Controlier is something more than a 
mere bookkeeper. An efficient occupant of 
the office keeps his eyes on the current ex- 
penditures of all the departments. If he finds 
any one of them spending in a particular 
month too large a share of the appropriation 
for the year he inquires into it and stops it if 
not absolutely necessary. It is necessary to 
keep a constant watch on the heads of de- 
partments. The temptation to spend too 
much early in the year is a very strong one, 
the consequence being that the service suffers 
later on or there is q deficiency which is car- 
ried over to the next year. It is understood 
that Mr. Hopkins will sustain Mr. Ackerman 
when the latter finds the departments are go- 
ing beyond bounds. If so, it is certain that 
there will be no expenditures in excess of ap- 
propriations and no stuffed pay-rolis. If Mr. 


Ackerman is hot sustained he will resign 


promptly and the people will know why he 
resigns. Next month the Council will be act- 
ing on the appropriations for the year. 
that time Mr. Ackerman will have the city’s 
finances at his fingers’ ends, and it is to be 
hoped that the Aldermen will have respect 
enough for his accuracy and sound judgment 
to make up an economic appropriation bill 
in accordance with his recommendations. If 
the Aldermen disregard his views and want to 
waste and.set their faces against economy, 
then the Mayor should sustain his Controller 
with the veto power.

IMPROVING THE ERIE CANAL. 

The message of Gov. Flower of the State of 
New York contains a strong dppeal for an in- 
crease in the efficiency of the Erie Canal. 
The Governor says that wher? the improve- 
ments now in progress are completed Canada 
will have a channel fourteen feet deep all the 
way from Lake Superior through the Welland 
Canal and St. Lawrence River to the sea, and 
a 2,000-ton boat will be able to go from Du- 
luth to Montreal, Halifax, or Liverpool. To 
meet this competition the United States Gov- 
ernment is making a twenty-foot channel 
through the lakes to Buffalo, which will allow 
a 3,000-ton boat to go to that city, from 
which point freight must finda cheap and 
easy outlet to the seaboard. In this lies the 
true interest of New York, and it isa vital 
necessity to utilize the advantage of the Erie 
Canal. 

A plan for increasing the tonnage of the 
canal has been in process of execution for the 
last seven years. It is to lengthen the locks 


so as to permit two boats to pass through at 
the same time. 


At a cost. of about three 
million dollars thus far all but four of the 
locks which it is feasible so to lengthen have 
been improved thus. The results are disap- 
pointing, and to lengthen the remaining four 
locks would not change the situation materi- 
ally, as the saving in time between Buffalo 
and Albany would be less than half an hour. 
To deepen the canal would be enormously ex- 
pensive, necessitating the rebuilding of all its 
structures, but the raising of the banks would 
be quite feasible as a means of securmg a 
gleater depth of water, and this could be 
done as an aid to the increased efficiency to 
be obtained by a speedier and more eco- 
nomical mutive power than that now in use, 

Mules and horses now propel canal boats at 
the rate of about two miles an hour, while 
steam sends them along at the rate of three 
miles, and the banks of the canal will stand a 
speed of four miles per hour. After personal 
observation of present methods the Governor 
thinks electricity Might be applied as a 
motive power with a considerable saving in 
cost and increase of speed. The latter fact 
is assured by experiment, the former has to 
be demonstrated. He thinks the saving in 
cost would be at least 25 per cent and that 
in speed not less than 30, the combination 
ef the two constituting a very great ad- 
vantage, and need not cost the State one 
penny. It should, however, be understood 
clearly that the adoption of electricity as a 
motive power does not mean the abandonment 
of horse, mule. or steam power if boat-own- 
The idea 
is that whether the State furnishes the elec- 
tric power from its own plant or individuals 
or corporations furnish it under a contract 
there will be no compulsion to use it, though 
the endeavor will be to supply it so cheaply 
that boatmen will prefer to use it as a matter 
of economy. If it accomplishes what is 
claimed for it à new era of activity should 
begin for the canals of the State. 

Last season grain was carried from Chicago 
to Buffalo at as low as one cent per bushel, 
and it can be carried profitably for two cents. 
If by cheaper and quicker propulsion the cost 
from Buffalo to New York by way of the Erie 
Canal can be reduced to three cents, as it is 
reasonable to suppose, there is no other carry- 
ing route that can compete successfully with 
it, and a continuance of New York’s suprem- 
acy is assured. Today the Erie Canal does 
not carry half its capacity. If the cost of 
transportation be decreased and the speed 
augmented the tonnage will increase, and 
then will be the proper time to seriously 
consider expensive schemes of enlargement.“ 
The importancé of the contemplated improve- 
ment is inferred by reference to the fact that 
in 1889 the tonnage of the great lakes was 
ten millions greater than the combined en- 
trances and clearances of ail the seaports of 
the United States, and three millions greater 


| than the combined entrances and clearances 


of Liverpool and London. 


MANCHESTER NOW A SEAPORT, 

The Manchester ship canal was opened for- 
mally New'Year’s day, a little more than ten 
years after the beginning of the agitation in 
its favor, and after it had been found neces- 
sary to more than double the capital original- 
ly subscribed. But the immense expenditure 
is regarded by the people of the Enzlish cot- 
ton mill district as fully warranted by the 
gain to be derived from the canal, though it 
may bea long time before the stockholders 
realize the profits they had hoped for. The 
popular enthusiasm at the opening ceremonies 
was unbounded. The people seemed to sce in 
it the commencement of a new era of pros- 
perity for the cotton and other industries that 
up to date have paid ee toll to the port of 
Liverpool. 

Some idea of the ‘keihin that may ac- 
crue from the canal to the three and a quarter 
millions of people who reside in Manchester 
and its surrounding towns may be gathered 
froin the following statements: The owners 
of more than 1,000 steamships, aggrogating 
about 1,000,000 tons burden, or fully 25 per 


cent of the entire “steamship tonnage of the 


United Kingdom, have signed a statement de- 
claring that the canal wili be navigable with- 
out difficulty by merchant steamers of the 
largest class, and that if the charges on the 
ship canal are not higher than those of the 
other ports ship-owners will at once make use. 
of the waterway. They say the additional 
thirty-five miles between the sea and Man- 
‘chester will not increase materially the

the event of the opening, gave a list of the 
vessels now on the way to Manchester from 
New Orleans and told something of what was 
expected for commerce with other ports of the 
Western Hemisphere and the Orient. 
Extensive docks are provided for the ac- 
commodation of vessels using the canal, The 


coasters are intéhded to occupy the smaller 


docks and quays farthest from tide water, 
while the big ships from India, Canada, and 
the United States will be moored in sufficient 
room. Pens for cattle and other live stock 
are provided toan ample extent, and the dif- 


ferent quay areas are or will be connected by 


rail with all -parts of the Island of Great 
Britain. On all the direct trade and on much 
of the distributive there will bea saving of the 
cost of rail transit both ways between Mau- 
chester and Liverpool, that constituting a 
most important element in the aggregate of 
cost of production and handling. The time 
between the twe cities is stated to average not 
more than ten hours each way.

THE WANING POPULIST STRENGTH. 

The free silver Populists are gathering 
themselves together in Missouri, Nebraska, 
and one or two of the Southern States and 
are boasting of what they will do at the next 
elections. Their talk is all wind. Their 
crankery has spent its force. The election in 
Virginia last November is evidence of that. 

During the prolonged free silver discussion 
in Congress last summer the Populist leaders 
in that body got it into their wise heads that 
the mass of the Virginia voters were longing 
for the 16 to 1 silver standard and the free 
coinage of 50-cent dollars. One of the Vir- 
ginia Senators and some of the Representa- 
tives had the same impression and voted for 
free silver, thinking it was the popular side. 

A Populist State ticket was nominated. 
The Democratic candidate for Governor was 
Congressman ©’Ferrall, a strong supporter 
of Cleveland’s policy, who had voted for the 
repeal of the silver purchase alauses of the 
Sherman law and to follow the example of 
France by ceasing to add to the stock of de- 
based silver money. The Republicans kept 
out of the fight, leaving the Democrats and 
Populists a clear field. 

The latter had no doubt whatever of their 
ability to defeat O’Ferrall, and they made 
every effort to whip him by the largest possi- 
ble majority. The ten Populists in the House 
of Representatives took the stump. 

The campaign had hardly opened in Virginia 


before they began to spurt over the State like 


comets, expatiating in the large cities and the 
country towns. They whirled through the Shen- 
andoah Valley and along the Valley of the James 
like dervishes, and distributed their eloquence 
on the banks of the Rappahannock and along the 
Roanoke. One after the other they shot from 
Washington into the mountains and over the 
wilderness awakening the echoes with their cries. 
First it was Jerry Simpson arousing the farmers: 
then there were glowing dispatches on the mag- 
nificent work Lafe Pence was doing among the 
mechanics and laborers; anon Jeff Davis was 
waving a magician’s wand along the Blue Ridge, 
and the terrific Thomas J. Hudson was doing 
similar work near the headwaters of the Tolopot- 
omy. Each of these Populist orators: was con- 
vineced that the Old Dominion was to experience 
an earthquake shock election day. Indeed, some 
said that only the most disgraceful frands at the 
ballot-boxes could keep the old State in line for 
the Democracy. 

The Democrats were ie. They were 
afraid that they had underestimated the’ 
strength of the free silver delusion, and were 
very moderate in their claims of majorities. 
When election day came, however, last No- 
vember, O’Ferrall got 50,000 majority and 
his party made nearly a clean sweep of the 
Legislature. The quiet, sensible people of 
the Commonwealth went to the polls and vot- 
ed for honest money. The rant and fustian 
of the Congressiona) Populist orators pro- 
duced no effect on them. 

What has been done in Virginia can be 
done in any other Southern State where the 
Democratic leaders are not themselves rotten 
on the money question or where, if they are 
sound money men, they also have courage.

That the appropriation bill this year will be 
much smaller than it was last there is no 
question.

The City Engineer last 
week discharged 929 men? The greater num- 
ber of these were men who had been 9 11 
on water pipe extensions, and the work + 
been dropped for the winter months. Such a 
reduction is not unfsual. It is probable as 
many men will have to be taken on again 
when work opens up in the spring. Supt. 
McCarthy, too, estimates that he can run his 
department for the remainder of the winter 
with 150 less men. ‘They will probably be 
discharged, but it is also probable they will 
be taken on again in the spring. with many 
others. Supt. Crossette of the Water Office 
has promised to run his department with 
twenty-one less men. Such a reduction will 
undoubtedly be permanent. 

Chief Brennan has promised to run his de- 
partinent for $100,000 less than it was run 
last year.

LITTLE ATTENTION PAID TO THE IN- 
TER-STATE OOMMEROE LAW.

Only a Question of Percentage Stands in 
the Way of the Formation of a Fos 
Enormous Freight Traffic in Anticipa- 
tion by the Restitution of Tariff Bates 
the First of the Year—New General Su- 
perintendent for Gulf Syste President 
Whitehead on Erie Reorganisation, 

Large as were east-bound through ship- 
ments of flour, grain, and provisions from 
Chicago for the week ending Dec, 21 the rec- 
ord for the last week shows a still larger ton- 
nage. The total through tonnage was larger 
than ever before, amounting to 98,898 tons, 
against only 39,282 tons for the correspond- 
ing week last year. But while the tonnage 
was unprecedentedly large last week and the 
week before the deduction does not follow 
that the east-bound railroads are earning cor- 
respondingly large amounts of money. It is 
doubtful if the net earnings last week with 
the 98,898 tons were as large as 
they were for the corresponding week 
last year with 39.282 tons. The low 
rates in effect during the last two weeks and 
the announcement that tariff rates would be 
changed again after Jan. 1, 1894, induced 
shippers to rush forward all the freight 
they could. A 165-cent rate on grain 
and a 20-cent rate on provisions has not been 
in effect for some years past, and shippers 
were not slow to take advange of the oppor- 
tunity to benefit themselves at the expense of 
the railroads. So heavy has been the rush of 
business during the last two weeks that nearly 
every road runni east from this city is 
t,and it will take more 
than a week before all the accumulated freight 
now in the yards and on the tracks has been 
forwarded to destination. As rates were ad- 
vanced again to tariff yesterday it is not 
likely that the railroads: will be overcrowded 
with business for some time to come, the 
records for the next few weeks, after the 
present accumulation has been disposed of, 
will no doubt make a poor showing. 

The opinion prevails that rates will not be 
long maintained, Tariff rates will probably 
—— till the freight on hand has all been 

disposed of. No heed has been paid to that 
clause in the inter -State commerce law which 
prohibits the secret cutting of rates. Rail- 
road managers openly admit that they have 
been making cut rates secretly. If there was 
any desire on the part of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission to enforce the law the ad- 
missions of railroad managers that the = Ba did 
cut rates secretly would be all the evi 
needed to bring the violators of the law to 
justice. But the railroad managers know that 
no notice will be taken by the Commissioners 
of their doings, and for this reason the law 
They are now 
making efforts to form a poolin violation of 
the law, and the only thing that stands in the 
way of their domg so is their inability to 
agree upon percentage, each road dem 
a greater proportion of the business than there 
is to go around. If a pool is not formed it is 
quite certain that the old tactics of secret rate 
cutting will again be resorted to. ’ 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points and for export by the various Central 
Traffis Association roads during the last 
week amounted to 98,898 tons, against 83,- 
424 tons for the week previous and 39.282 
tons for the cerresponding week last year.
